posed no tnreat to humiina. The 
Idaho (lili ana gnma department, 
which had suspended planting of 
trout, resumed normal operations 
■oon after. 

With the safety foclor atronRly 
supported, the Industry publldred 
research to find the cause of the 
cancerous llverg. 

At tbo present time there are a 
number of theories but two that 
are quite InleresllnE. Tho first Is 
that the disease Is herdltiry and 
Uio second la that over-feeding ol 
hatchery stock causes the blister- 
llke tumors. 

Tha first cancerous fish were 
found In the IbSOs when a ship- 
ment from CalHomla to Italy ww 
examined. For & long time llttli 
^Bi done about It. tatn an Italian 
team of researchers issued a 13- 
psfre paper Jn iwj eMng Oie sla- 
tjjilcs on a long project covering 
the subject. 

In this paper. It was disclosed 
that a certain Danish bred strain 
of trout was immune to tho liver 
ailment. This led to the hereditary 

Recently, thg New Mexico fish 
and game department, aimounced 
tho theory ovtr eating can cause 
the infection. A New Mexico proj- 
ect showed that trout fed too 
much developed the tumora. This 
could be corrected by storvlns the 
fish lor eight to to days and the 
enlargement would subside. 

However, the lUeUcr comet when 
the Danish trout Is used as a 
trol. Ovemtlor does not affect the 
Danish type, neither docs associa- 
tion with infected American 

In a test, blta of diseased Uver 
were lurglcally transplanted Into 
healthy Danish trout Of th* 5C 
exposed In this most positive way, 
only in tlve did the cancer flourish, 
But sUlI pitting the two theories, 
the "hereditary school" can argue 
that the Danish trout experiment 
■howi over eating only Btlmulates 
(he latent disease already bred into 
the low resistant strain. 

There are others who would like 
to blau* tha rather new idea of 
manufactured dry feeds opposed 
to the old method of feeding bits 
of iTuh fish or mesl, 

A local trout feed manufacturer 
leporta these feeds are "hot" 
Tlch" because ot the peculiar 
gesUve system of tho fish. Rather 
than go Into the technical expla- 
nations, this simply means that 
trout, unlike humsns, cannot con- 
vert food Into the various elements 
the body needs, such as vitamin 
Bll, rlboflavh) and the rest There- 
fon, fish feed must Include these 
elements In tha food to be asstml- 
lated directly fc/ the fish. This 
"hot" portion of the feed dellnl- 
Uon, Is bated on the large amount 
o t proUln, vr h 1 e h ttlmuUtes 
strong and vigorous growth, 

StUl the charge against thi 
manufacturea feeds ihusl be tem- 
pered by the fact the hepltome was 
discovered • hilt a century before 
manufactured feeds came Ihta
